0630^0  for 
19^1;  1.061725  for  1940;  1.060259  for  1939;  and  1.059  for  1938.  These 
factors  represent  the  relationship  between  meltings  of  raw  sugar  and  pro- 
duction of  refined  sugar  during  the  two  year  periods  19^0-^1,  1939-^, 
1938-39,  1937-38,  and  1936-37,  respectively. 
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Deliveries  of  sugar  for  locsl  consumption  in  th#  Territory  of  Hawaii  during 
the  calendar  year  15^2  amoiinted  tb  ^7,^0^  short  tons,  raw  value,  as  compared  with 
36,618  tons  in  19^1,  32<  965  tons  in  19^,  30,8^2  tons  in  1939,  and  27,^76  tons  in 
1938.    In  Puerto  Rico,  19^2  deliveries  totaled       55^  short  tons,  raw  value,  as 
compared  with  78,027  tons  in  19U1, '  68,  706  tond  "in  13^,  69,037  tons  in  1939  and 
69,08b  tons  in  1938.
